References Pyle et al. (US 6,038,790), Sullivan et al. (US 4,910,886) and 
Richardson (US 5,430960) are merely cited as examples that it is old and conventional and well know in the art to combine multiple 
different elastomeric pads within a single insole to modify the amount of support needed in the different areas of the foot f the wearer. "[IJf 
a technique has been used to improve one device, and a person of ordinary skill in the art would recognize that it would improve similar 
devices in the same way, using the technique is obvious unless its actual application is beyond that person's skill." KSR Int'l v. Teleflex 
Inc., 127 S.Ct. 1740, 82 USPQ2d 1396 (2007). 
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
